Senators E nos, C o n o k r, S a t to r w h it e, G orm an 
and K axk argued that the San Francisc > delegation 
had always been recognized and ought to be so still. 
There would be much legislation that would apply 
to that city alone. 
Senators N eu m a n n and D ic k in so n favored send 
ing this particular bill to the Judiciary Committee, 
but would favor sending some bills to the San Fran­ 
cisco delegation. 
Senator Chase deprecated the wasting of go much 
time in the discussion of a motion of reference. 
The hill was finally referred to the Committee on 
Judiciary.

8PECIAL ORDER—TRIPLE READINO. 
The Seuate then took, up the special order of the 
day, being the consideration of Rule 6, as follows : 
6 Every bill ahull be read on throe several davs 
previous t > in passage. When a bill is introduced, 
it shall be read and referred to an appropriate com­ 
mittee and printed, which shall l>c the first reading 
of the bill. When a bill is re trie d back from a 
committee with amendments, or otherwise, it shall 
be considered in Committee of the Whole, and when 
the same is perfected to the satisfaction of ihe Sen­ 
ate, it shall be read a second time, which shall be 
the second reading of the bill, and c- grossed 
and printed. On the final passage of u hill it 
shall be read at length by sections, which shall 
be the third reading of the bill. On the final 
passage of a bill the roll of Senators shall be called 
and the vote taken by yeas and na\ s, which shall be 
recorded in the Senate journal, and no bill shall be 
declared passed unless a majority of the Senators 
elected vote for the passage of the same. The pre­ 
siding officer of the Senate shall give notice at each 
reading whether it be the first, second or third 
reading of the bill. 
THE CHAIRMAN’S VIEWS. 
Mr. Sears—Mr. President, after the scenes 
which graood this hall hist evening, it is 
important that we should now devote our­ 
selves to the business of legislation. The scenes 
last night may be considered tho closing inaugura­ 
tion ceremonies of the present administration. After 
the members heie have witnessed the interesting 
beauty r.ml talent <.f the State, and particularly of 
Sacramento, I think, as I said* before, that we can 
now devote ourselves, irrespective of party, to legis-* 
lativc matters. Ami the di-cussion which has arisen 
upon this floor during the last hour has prompted 
me to make a suggestion, and as I am 
reminded that onc-teuth of this session has 
already expired, and not a single law has 
je t been passed, I would suggest to my Republi­ 
can friends that they hang up the party battle, and 
to my Democratic friends that they cease their 
watchfulness for parly aggrandizement, and to my 
friends of the Workingmen’s par y on the other 
side of thé chamber I would suggest that they fold 
and ay away their ppotle s white ki .Is which 
adorned thoir delicate hands last evening, and that 
we ail, unitedly and harmoniously, devote ourselves 
to the great act of the enactment of laws which 
shall be a benefit to the whole people of the State. 
Mr. E nos— I rise for information. 1 would like to 
know.what question the gentleman is discussing? 
Mr. S ea r s The question is the e n si derat ion of a 
certain rule which is of vast importance to this Leg­ 
islature, and in regard to that rule, Mr. President, I 
will state that perhaps 
THE VALIDITY OK TIIE ENTIRE ACTION 
Of the Senate may depend. T he committee on this 
question have given it a very thorough examination. 
They have g> ne into the Constitutions of different 
States, they have examined the legislative proceed­ 
ings of different States, they have also examined 
into the proceedings <»f the Constitutional Conven­ 
tion which framed this peculiar clause. They have 
even gone behind them and sought in the debates« 
of that C<invention to remove any ambiguity which 
may exist in the minds of any member in regard to 
the consideration of this peculiar section, in the 
first place, Mr. President, we will consider the pro­ 
vision itself, and if its language is not p‘ain as t j its 
meaning and intent, then wc will refer to some au­ 
thorities and to the debates and to the members 
that composed the Constitutional Convention, in 
order that we may receive further light to guide us. 
Article IV. and paragraph 15 of the Constitution 
reads as follows: 
Section 15. No law shall be passed except by bill. 
Nor sha 1 any bill be put u|K»n its final passage until 
the same, with the amendments th reto, shall have 
been printed for the use of the members ; nor shall 
any bill become a law unless the same be read on 
three several dat'S in each house, unkss, in case of 
urgency, t^o-thirds of the h >u«e where such bill 
may be pending shall, by a vote of ayes and noes, 
dispense with this provision. Any bill may origi­ 
nate in either house, but may be amended or re­ 
jected by the other ; and on the final paseage of all 
bills they shall be read at length, and the vote 
shall be by ayes and noes upon each bill separately, 
and shall be entered on the journal; and 110 bill 
shall b* come a la* without the coucurrcnco of a 
majority of the members elected to each house. 


THE OBJECT OF TIIR PROVISION. 
Now, Mr. President, the object of this provision 
was in order that legislation might be cautiously 
and fairly conducted, so that every member might 
have a fair opportunity of investigating the subject 
before the house. “ No law shall be pa-sed except 
by bill, nor shall any bill be put upon its final pas­ 
sage until ih : sam \ with the amendments thereto, 
si» til h-*ve been printed for the use of the members; 
nor shall any bill become a law unless the same be 
read on three several d.a3’s in each l»ou3e, unless, in 
case of urgency, two thirds of the house where such 
bill may be pending shall, by vote of aves and noes, 
dispense with this provision.” The object is that 
hv a two-third vote they may have a bill rend three 
times in ore day. . It has no reference to how the 
bill shad be read. The rule may he suspended and 
the bill read three times on the same day. The 
next provision provides that the hill shall be 
read at length on the final passage. That pro­ 
vision of the C jnsti ution is mandatory, and we 
could not make any ru’e which would be in conflict 
w.tii it. Another rule also is mandatory which re 
quires the ayes and nfces to be taken, and that a ma­ 
jority of the members elect shall vote iu favor of a 
law in order to make it. final. Therefore you see the 
framers of th is# provision of this Con?tiúit¡on have 
wound around* it evtry guard in order that the 
members might vote understanding!}* iqwui such 
measures as might be before tbe'.r body. Now, Mr. 
President, there are 
* 
OTHER CONSTITUTIONS 
Which haveeimilar provisions, and we will refer to 
them for the purjwee of reaching precedents which 
shall govern us. In the first place, I will call vnur 
attention to a section of the Minnesota Constitution. 
It is found in the Federal and State Constitutions, 
Part 2, and haaaclau-<e which reads » folh>w5 ; 
, “ Every bill shall be read on tbrez different days in 


each house, unless in case of urgency twe-thirds of 
the bouse where sutfi bill is depending shall deem 
it ex|*edient to dispense with this rule, but no bill 
shall be passed by cither house until it shall have 
been read twice at length.” You see the language 
of this provision of the Minnesota Constitution is 
aimost like ours, with this ex?eption, that there 
they require a bill to be twice read at length, 
w hereas we only require it to be read once at length. 
Mr. Enos—I desire to ask the gentleman a ques- 
lioil. Does that Constitution ref rred to contain a 
provision that this shall be mandatory and pro 
hibitorv? 
Mr. Sears—I do not know. Now, in regard to the 
practice under that provi-ion of the Constitution of 
Minnesota. 
I have gone to the journals of the 
House of Representatives of Minnesota, and on page 
362 1 find the practice that has been followed in 
that State. [Read from journal of Minnesota Leg 
islature, showing that the practice was to read a bill 
the first time t y title and twice at length, in accord­ 
ance with the Constitution.] There, yon see, the 
Constitution required in express terms that a bill 
should be read tw ice at length. It is read first by 
title, and then, if they required it to be read again 
on the same day, they suspended the rule and read 
the second time at length. As I said before, 
THAT QUESTION WAS PASSED UPON 
By the Supreme Court of that State. That is in 2d 
Mmn., page 330—a case entitled the Board orfenper- 
visore of llam sty County vs. Edward Henan. It 
quotes from the Constitution the passage which I 
have just read. [Reads from the decision.] The 
result of tiiat decision is that the Supreme Court 
hold there, while thev do not decide the question 
directly, that all that is necessary is to read a bill by 
title when it is introduced the first time ; the other 
readings shall be at length. Now the Ohio Consti­ 
tution, which was adopted in 1802, has this provis­ 
ion . ^ Every bill shall be read on three different 
uavs in each house, unless in ease of urgency three- 
fourths of the house where said bill is so depending 
shall deem it expedient to dispense with this rule ; 
and every bill having passed both houses shall be 
signed bv the Speaker.” Now, in l«5l, the State uf 
Ohio adopted a new Constitution in which they 
changed that particular provision. It now reads : 
“ Everv bill shall be fully and distinctly read oil 
three different days, unless in ease of urgency three- 
fourths of the house where such bill is de|>ending 
shall dispense with this rule.” Now the practice un­ 
der the Cons* it ution of 1802 was to read the bill 
by title. The practice under the Constitution 
adopted in 1851 is to read the hill fully and dis­ 
tinctly at length three times. The Nebraska Con­ 
stitution also has a similar provision : “ Every bill 
shall be fully and distinely read on three different 
days, unless in case of urgency three-fourths of the 
house in which such bill is pending shall dispense 
vvith this rule.” Now the journals of the State of 
Nebraska show'the practice there, and I will here state 
that most of us know' very well the practice in this 
State before the adoption of the present Constitution 
was to read a bill three times by title, unless the 
reading was called for by some member. [Reads 
from the journal of the Nebraska Legislature, show­ 
ing bills read at length three times. | The Constitu­ 
tion of Alabama, passed in 1867, has this provision : 
“ Bills may originate in either house, and may he 
amended, altered or rejected by the other; but no 
bill shall have the force of law until on three sev­ 
eral days it shall be read in each house and full dis­ 
cussion allowed thereon, unless, in case of urgency, 
f.mr-fifths of the house where such bill is pending 
deem it expedient to dispense with this rule.” The 
practice iu that State has been to read the bill by 
title. In the Constitution of Georgia there is a sim­ 
ilar provision, and there the practice is tlie 6ame. 
TIIS U.’yTKl) STATES SENATE. 
Now* wc come dow n tc the practice in the United 
States Senate, which may be con9id-.red a good 
precedent for the government of this body. Here 
the rule is : “ Every bill and joint resolution Bhall 
receive ^hree readings previous to its being passed, 
and the presiding officer shall give notice at each 
whether it be the first, second or third reading, 
which reading shall be on three different days, unless 
the Senate unanimously direct otherwise.” Now it 
is claimed by members who may take the opposite 
of this argument that when a rule or law requires a 
bill to be read on three different days that the word 
“ read” means that the hill shall be read at length, 
but such has not been the practice in aqy State or 
in any legislative body ia the nation. The Coiigrex- 
xional Globe, in which are embodied the proceedings 
of the United States Senate, and which is the official 
record of that body says: “ Bill for the payment of 
Edward H ubtynl, mail services, was read twice by 
its title and refeijed to the Committee on Post­ 
offices and Post Roads. The bill making appropria­ 
tions for the (tayment of claims reported to Congress 
under Section 2 of an Act approved June 1.0, 1874, 
by the Secretary of the Treasury, was read tw ice by 
its title and referred to the Committee on Claims,” 
etc. Therefore, under the same rule governing the 
United States Senate as we have in our Constitu­ 
tion, the practice in that body has been to read the 
bills by title. Anil, Mr. President, in order to re­ 
move any ambiguity which may exist in the mind 
of any member iu icgard to 
TUB CONSTRUCTION OF THE LANGUAGE 
Of that provision of the Constitution, through the 
pol tene-s of the rej>orter of the Record-Union here, 
Mr. Willis, who was the official reporter appointed 
by Governor Ir-vin for that Convention, I have be n 
enabled to procure a trams ription of the debate in 
the Convention tou hing upon this matter, a d you 
arc all aware that they have never been printed. 
And 1 may here remark that it will be very import­ 
ant for the information of the Supreme Court of our 
State that the rejMirts of the debates of that Cor- 
venti • shall be printed, for they w ill be ca led upon 
to refer to them in order to arrive a the intention 
of the framers of many provisions of the 
Constitution where an ambiguity exists. In the first 
place the provision relating to the three rtadin s 
4if bills wa3 
introduced 
by Mr. McCallura. 
It was referred to the Committee on Legislative 
Matters, which was composed of various e l in -ut 
£eutlemen. The Chairman of that committee was 
Judge David S. Terry, of Stockton. The Other day 
I met Judge Terry, and 1 asked the idea or the in­ 
tent of the committee in framing that provision 
which was finally adopted by the Convent on. 
1 have also asked Mr. Van Dyke, Senator Ilnrt, 
Senator West, and the presiding officer of tins body, 
who were all members of that Convention, aud they 
ail answer me that there is no question but what it 
was the intention of that body that these bills might 
be read by tille the first and second times, and at 
length on their final passage, 'the provision origin­ 
ally reported by the Committee on the Legislative 
Department was as follows: 
“ Sec. 15. No law shall be passed exc.pt by bill. 
Any bill may originate in either house, but m ’y he 
amended or rejected by the other, and on the final 
passage of all bids they shall be read at length, and 
th® vote shall be*by ayes and noes,Separately, and 
shall bo enteied on the journal; and no bill sha'J 
become a law without the con.urrence of a major­ 
ity of the members elected to each house.” 
To this Mr. Reynolds offered the fo low ing amend­ 
m ent: Insect, ai ter the word “ bill,” “ nor shall any 
bill be put upon its final passage until toe same, 
with the amendments thereto, shall have been 
printed for the use of the members. Nor shall any 
hill become a law unless the some be read on three 
several days in each house, unicss, in case of 
urgency, two-Ibirds of the house where such bill 
may be pending shall, by a vote of yeas and nays, 
deem it expo iieut to dispense with this rule.” 
The words “ deem it expedient” were afterwards 
stricken out. 
Mr. Reynolds said : “ This amendment commends 
itself to the consideration of the committee without 
any remarks or waste of time* in discussion. It 
simply provides, hi additiou to the provisions of 
Section 15, as reported, that the bill and the amend 
ui4 nts, if allv, shall be printed before the bül, with 
the amendments,shall be put upon its final passage. 
It seams to me that a provision of this kind needs 
no comment—need not t > be urged upon the atten­ 
tion of this committee. We have had sufficient ex­ 
perience here iu this Convention, and in early legis­ 
lative experience, to prove, I think, to every man, 
that, it is impofsible for a member to understand 
what he is voting for, or what the provisions of a 
bill arc, by hearing them read at the desk 
I under­ 
take to say that of the legislation which goes 
through under a suspension of the rules, simply by­ 
being read at the desk,* not one-quarter of the mem­ 
bers know- what they are voting ioj ; and the object 
of the iirovisions of the ameudment i?, that the bid 
shall be read — or, what is the same thing, consid­ 
ered—on three several d*ys before being {.at upon 
its final passage. The object of that is ap{«arcnt. 
It is to prevent hasty legislation, unless in case of 
urgency, w t^n the rules may be suspended by a two- 
ihirds vote*. I think they are both wise provisions, 
both tending to guard legislation. These are the 
only two provisions that are in‘ended by* this amend­ 
ment. They* are both w se. They are not intended 
to, nor will they, hamper legislation, but to compel 
it to be done decently and n order, after the legisla­ 
tion has been well considered. _ 
“ Mr. McCallum— Why, sir, if they put that pro­ 
vision in the Constitution, it might be construed 
that the bill cannot be read by title. 
•Mr. Reynolds—The section says, that on the final 
passage of all biffs they shall he read at length. 
That i art of the section, construed with the amen i- 
meot, will not be tinders-ood as meatiing that the 
bill shall be read at length on the second and first 
readings, but considered on three several days be­ 
fore passage. 


1 Mr. Reynolds—The Constitution of Illinois says: 
‘ Every bill shall be reail at length on three several 
day3.’ Now, 1 do not ask that in this provision, 1 
only ask, that it shall be considered on three seveial 
days. 
“Amendment adopted—ayes, CO; noes, 42.” 


THE DEBATES 
Therefore you see that the debate in the Conven­ 
tion was directed to this special point. And for an 
explanation the vote oi the Convention shows the 
intent of the framers of the Constitution, bo much, 
Mr. President, for the preceddnts of other States ; 
so much for the construction which has been placed 
upon the various provisions of other Constitutions ; 
so much for the practice of the United State .Senate ; 
so much for the intent and r* eaning of the train- rs 
of our own Constitution. We have arrived at the 
co elusion that theie is no question about th s, an I 
that legislation will not in any manner be 
prejudiced by reading a bill the first and second 
times by title, and on it9 final p;ts age by­ 
reading it at length. 
There Í9 no other 
construction which cutercd into the minds of tl.e 
framers of the Constitution. They saw that t# read 
a bill three times at length would be a great ex­ 
pense to the State, and take up a great deal of the 
time of the session. I have made an estimate aüd 
found that to read the bills already intr»»duced, and 
that are framed by different members, that it would 
take at least forty days of this session to read these 
bills three times at length. We are under an ex­ 
pense • f about $2,000 a day*. Therefore, to 
put a construction upon this p-oviskm ihat 
is not warranted would cost the State at least 
$100,000, and we would 
not get through 
with one-tenth part of the legislation which 
would he introduced into this body*. I there­ 
fore hone and trust that after the examina­ 
tion which the committee has given this subject, 
and the conclusion-, that they have arrived at., which 
are supported bv all the authorities upon this quef- 
tion which they have been aide to find, that we will 
unanimously adopt tins ru e and thus expedite leg­ 
islation. And it seems to ms to be in full keeping 
with the intent of the constitutional pro vi don of 
the State upon this subject. But here let . me say 
further, that when a b II is introduced it is read ¿by 
ils tille. The ruie provides that the President shall 
announce it as the firkt reatlicg of the bill, th a t is 
the record which goes upon the journal. That is 
the official record of the praiceediiigs of this bodv. 
There is nothing said about reading the hill by title, 
but simply that the bill has been read the first rim e; 
that it has been read tho second time or the third 
time and the yfcis and nays recorded. Now there is 
no Court— and the drations go to that extent—that 


w 11 go behind tho i>1lc>. ' record of the Senate to 
ascertain whether a bill was read at length or not. 
The nn re fact that the journal states that it lifts 
been read in accordance with the provisions of the 
Constitution is sufficient to satisfy any Court‘which 
may be called upon to pass upon this matter. 
Mr. Sears niov.d the*adoption of the rule. 
Mr. Dickinson was in favor of the adoption of the 
rule, but did not wish it to be taken as sett lii.tr the 
question as to whether the reading of a bill by tiile 
was a reading of the bill iu the men..ing of the 
Constitution. The Senate could proceed under that 
rule and the journals would show each bill to have 
been read three times. No Court would go behind 
the journals to ascertain whether they had been 
read at length or not. He thought their passage 
would be perfectly valid, but he would not favor the 
rule if it was to be considered as putting a construc­ 
tion upon that section of the Constitution that the 
reading of a bill by title was a reading of the bill 
within the meaning of the Constitution. 
MR. 1508’ VIEWS. 
Mr. President, I regret very much to hear a cer­ 
tain proposition or argument advanced here in tliis 
discussion, and that is, that if the journals of this 
house did not tell the truth that the Courts are 
bound to take the very ground that we did read the 
bills here three times at length ; that the Courts 
would not go behind the journals of this Senate and 
Assembly. Now I do not propose, -as one of the 
Senators on this floor, to allow any such record to be 
kept that the bills aro read at length when they are 
only read hy title, and I would ask the gentleman 
last up if it is the privilege of any Senator on this 
floor to demand the reading of all bills three times 
if this rule is adopted. 
Mr. Dickinson—I state it as a parliamentary rule 
that such is the esse. 
Mr. Esos—Then it is conceded, as I understand it, 
that any Senator can demand the reading of all bills 
he may see fit to demand, and that thev shall be 
read. 
Mr. Sp.ars - I wish to correct an erroneous impres­ 
sion which the Senator may be laboring under. The 
Senator has a right to ask for the reading of a bill 
at length. Then the Senate by its vote can deter­ 
mine whether they will dispense with the reading 
or not. The Senator has not the absolute right to 
have every bill read through at length that he re­ 
quests, unle sthe Senate by its vote may grant him 
that request. 
Mr. Enos—It seems we are in doubt as to what 
this rule means. I have asked the learned gentle­ 
man who is Chairman of the Committee on Rule* if, 
in all the State Constitutions from which he has 
quoted, there is any section like that contained in 
Section 22 of our Constitution, which reads as fol­ 
lows : 
“ All provisions of this Constitution are man­ 
datory and prohibitory, unless by express words 
they are declared to be otherwise.” 
Now, in Section 15, “ N olaw shall be passed ex­ 
cept by bill. Nor shall any bill be put upon its final 
passage until the same, with the amendments 
thereto, shall h»ve been printed for the use of the 
members ; nor shall any bill become a law unle s 
the same he read on three several days in each 
house, unless, in case of urgency, two-thirds of the 
house where such bill may be pending, shall, by a 
vote of yeas and nays, dispense with this provision. 
Any bill may originate in either house, but may be 
amended or rejected by the other ; and on the final 
passage of all bills, they shall be read at length, a d 
the vote shall be by yeas and nays upon each bill 
separately, and shall be entered on the journal; 
and no bill shad become a law without the 
concurrence of a majority of the members elected to 
each house.” Now that is mandatory, and the de­ 
cisions that have been made under the Constitutions 
referred to bv the gentleman from Marin contain no 
such provisions as I have read - Section 22 making 
them mandatory and prohibitory. Now something 
has been said in relation to the intent of the framers 
of this Constitution on this questi >n. 1 have not 
been favored with the privilege of looking over the 
history of these debates, but I have consulted with 
as eminent men and as good lawyers as was in that 
Convention upon this question, and they are clear 
that we cannot read a bill by title, hut that to 
conform with this provision of the Consti­ 
tution the bill must be read three times 
at length. But I turn to the address which was is 
sued by the members of the Constitutional Conven­ 
tion, and 1 find the name of the President of the 
Senate attached to that address, and in commenting 
on this section of the organic law to the citizens of 
the State, I find ibis’ language : “ It 19 further pro. 
vidcd that no bill shall become a law until pnnted 
and read at length on three several days.” This 
address was prefaced and signed by more than 
three-fourths of the members of the Convention. It 
was prepared and signed by the men who, when 
they had performed their work, committed it to the 
j>eopie with their address recommending its adop­ 
tion. Now, where else shall we go to find a thing 
better than in the address prepared at the moment 
when the Convention adjourned ? All that was 
said during these discussions upon this ques­ 
tion was fresh in the minds of the members 
of the Convention, and for these reasons, and in 
view of the provisions of Section 2*2, I am opposed 
to any bill being put upon its passage until it has 
been read at length three times, on. three distinct 
days. Now, Mr. President., we have a difference of 
opinion as to our duty. Would it not be better—it 
is a precaution prudence demands of this Senate— 
that we shall be on the safe side, so as to leave no 
doubt hereafter, that b an appeal to the Supreme 
Court of this State all our labors will be set aside. 
Why, there is the learned gentleman from Marin, 
who has made a careful estimate of the cost of 
reading these bills at length, and he thinks it 
will take forty days to read them all. Suppose it 
takes 400 days, we had better be acting legally and 
riirht than to act otherwise for 100 days, and have 
all our labors set aside. Why, the very object of 
passing these provisions was that hasty legislation 
had inflicted injury upon the btate. Why, he says 
if wc do this it will protract the session ami increase 
the expenditures $100,000. 1 would remind the dis­ 
tinguished gentleman from Marin that during the 
last cession of the Legislature there was $1,236,000 
put upon the taxpayers of the city and county of 
ban Francisco by this rushing through bills be'orc 
the people knew* what they ** ere. For these reasons 
1 am opjHjsed to the adoption of any rule without 
we know what that rule means. P was for this ob­ 
ject and purpose that objections were made yester­ 
day when these rules were before the Senate for con­ 
sideration. An h while there is a doubt, we can put 
ourselves beyond that doubt by simply having the 
biffs read three times at length ou three separate 
days. 
• 
THE RULE ADOPTED. 
The roll was called on the adoption of the rule, ! 
and it was adopted bv a vote of 20 ayes to 19 noes. 
♦Senator* Johnson* and W est, in voting “ no,” ex- 
plainc l that they did fo because they d d not con­ 
sider that the question was settled by the rule. 
IN ANOTHER FORM. 
The Senate then took up another method to bring 
up and c!i?cuss the same issue. 
With the consent of tbe Senate Mr. Enos intro­ 
duced an Act to amend Section 1120 of the Code of 
Civil Procedure. 
The Secretary read the title of the bill, the enact­ 
ing clau-e, and down to “ Section 1.”

HOW THE CONSTITUTION-)! AKERS REO ARDED IT. 
“ In Committee of the Whole, Constitutional Con­ 
vention, December 19, 1878. 
“ Section 15, as reported by the Committee on Leg­ 
islative Department, reads as fidlows : 
“ Sec. 15. No law shad be passed except by bill. 
Anyr bill may originate in either house, but may* be 
amended or rejected by the other, and on fie final 
p .usage of all bills they shall be read at length, and 
the vote shall bo by ayes and noes separately, and 
shall I* entered on the journal, and no bill shall 
become a law wittmut the concuirence of a majority 
of the members elected to each house. 
“ Mr. Reynolds offered the following am endm ent: 
Insert after the word “ bill ” the following : “ Nor 
shall any bill be put upon its final passage until the 
same, with the amend incuts thereto, shall have been 
printed for the use of the members. Nor shall any 
bill become a law unless the same be read on three 
several days in each house, unless in case of urgen­ 
cy two-thirds of the house where such bill may be 
pending shall, by a vote of ayes and noes, deem it 
expedient to di-pense with this rule.” 
“ Mr. Reynolds—1This amendment commends itse’f 
to the consul ration of the committee without any 
remarks or waste of time in discussion. It simply 
provides, in udditÍ4>n t4» the provisions of .Section 15 
as reported, that the bill and the amendments, if 
any, shall be printed before the bill with the amend­ 
ments shall be put upon its final passage. It seems 
to me that a provision of this kind needs no com­ 
ment, need not be urged upon the attention of this 
committee. We have had (sufficient experience here 
in this Convention, and ia early legislative 
experience, to prove, 1 think, to every man that it 
is impossible for a member to understand what he 
is voting for, or what the pr v'sio s of a bill arc, 
by having them read at the desk.

FERNANDO WOOD’S FUNDING BILL. 


Fernando W ood has introduced a bill in 
Congress providing for th e issue of three- 
and-a-half per cent, fifty year bonds. 
He 
believes th a t th e public d eb t can be re­ 
funded a t th is low rate of in te re s t; a rate 
which is only half of one per cent, higher 
th an English Consols command. T here can 
be no d oubt th a t if such a scheme were 
possible it w ould be highly advantageous 
to the country, b u t it is one of those pro­ 
jects w hich o ught n ot to be attem pted u n ­ 
less its success is practically guaranteed, 
for should it be p u t in operation and fail, 
the public cred it w ould sustain serious in ­ 
ju ry , and th e process of funding a t four 
per cent, w ould alm ost certainly be brought 
to a stop. 
T he circum stances whiofc have 
made th e four per cent, funding operations 
successful cannot be relied upon to give the 
same support to the new project, m ore­ 
over. 
In th e first place it m ust ho realized 
th a t attem p ts to draw comparisons betw een 
English 
finance 
and 
th a t 
of 
the 
U nited 
S tates 
are 
m isleading, 
for 
th e 
reason 
th a t 
in 
England 
the 
operations 
of 
th e 
G overnm ent 
in funding th e debt have been exposed to 
n > hostile inilu m ces, w hereas in this coun­ 
try it is as y e t impossible to regard even 
the m ost vital considerations in national 
finance as finally settled. 
A long period 
of general and deep depression paved the 
way for th e four per cent, funding opera­ 
tions, b ut th e cud of th a t period has been 
reached, and a t present all the tendencies 
are buoyant and expansive. 
The demand 
for m oney for legitim ate enterprises is 
rapidly assum ing large proportions, and as 
commerce and m anufactures revive the 
disposition to rest content w ith so low a 
rate of interest even as four per cent, is 
certain to dim inish. 
L nder th e circum ­ 
stances nothing b u t absolute certainty re­ 
garding th e fu tu re could afford a secure 
basis for W ood’s three-aud-a-half per cent, 
scheme, 
and it 
is 
patent to all th at 
no such 
absolute 
certainty 
has been 
reached. 
The efforts of th e G reenbackers, 
Silver men, R cpudiators and other finan­ 
cial agitators, have hith erto been resisted 
w ith partial b u t n o t com plete success. 
The passage of th e Bland-A llison silver 
coinage bill introduced to th e financial sit­ 
uation a d isturbing and dangerous factor, 
and one th e m enace of w hich is every 
m onth becom ing more form idable. 
The 
country has no t seen th e end of the silver 
question, and it is a t th is m om ent in such 
a shape th a t a little injudicious legislation 
m ay set in m otion agencies w hich will 
drive the gold out of th e country and bring 
the nation dow n to the silver standard. 
So long as th a t is possible it w ould be vain 
to talk of th e future as settled, or to ex 
pect to obtain sim ilar results to those 
which in England have been produced by 
th e absence of all w arfare against the 
G overnm ent financial policy. 


THE READING OF BILLS. 


AN INJUDICIOUS. STEP. 


In th e Senate jeste rd ay a bill relating 
specially to San Francisco affairs was, on 
m otion, and after debate, referred to the 
Ju d iciary C om m ittee instead of to th e San 
Francisco delegation. 
The alleged ground 
for tliÍ3 unprecedented action was th e pro­ 
hibition of special legislation by th e new 
C onstitution. 
I t appears to us th a t m em ­ 
bers m isconstrue the new C onstitution in 
th is respect, and th a t the refusal to send 
a purely local m easure to th e delegation 
specially concerned w ith it .was not m erely 
a discourtesy, b u t a serious m istake. 
The 
C onstitution does not prohibit ail special 
legislation, iu th e first place. 
I t only 
prohibits 
special 
legislation 
in 
those 
cases w here a general law will 
cover 
th e 
su b ject-m atter. 
T here 
m ust al­ 
w ays he some special legislation, sinee 
it m ust alw ays happen th a t special re­ 
quirem ents will exist in particular locali­ 
ties. 
In th e instance noted a bill had been 
introduced relating to the governm ent of 
cities containing over 100,000 inhabitants. 
A s San Francisco is th e only city in the 
S tate to which such a bill can apply, it 
o u g h t to have been referred to th e San 
Francisco delegation. 
I t is not only the 
p a rt of courtesy, b u t of common sense and 
fair dealing, to m ake such reference of 
local bills to local delegations. 
T he San 
Francisco delegation stands for the people 
of San Francisco. 
I t m ust be presum ed 
to understand th eir needs b etter th an the 
representatives of other localities can. 
In 
referring local bills th e Senate or th e A s­ 
sem bly does not lose coBtrol over them . 
N o bad bill can be foisted upon the people 
through th e 
observance 
of 
th e 
tim e- 
honored practice in th a t respect. 
The 
m em bers who come from o th er p arts of 
th e S tate m ay have th eir private opinions 
concerning th e San Francisco delegation, 
b u t th ey have no right to rem em ber any­ 
th in g else th an th a t th e people of San 
Francisco sent them here, and th a t they 
represent th e m etropolis. 
A ll local bills 
should therefore be referred to th e local 
delegations, and th e Senate w ill find, if it 
does n ot reconsider its false step, th a t the 
p reced en t it lias established w ill be pro­ 
d u ctiv e of m uch and serious em barrass­ 
m ent and m ischief.

GOVERNOR 
IRWIN’S APPOINTMENTS. 


The rejection of all Governor Irwin's ap­ 
pointm ents by the Senate ought not to 
have surprised him, though it was cer­ 
tainly not a little remarkable that he 
should have sent in such a batch of parti­ 
san selections on the eve of his retirement. 
The circumstance that one or two Repub­ 
licans were sprinkled through the list did 
not mend the matter, since it justified the 
assumption that they were inserted for no 
other purpose than to embarrass the action 
of the Senate. 
That body, however, did 
not hesitate long as to its course, and 
w e do not see 
what other decision it 
could have reached. 
It rejected them 
all w ithout distinctftm, and this is pre­ 
cisely what Governor Irwin’s attempt at 
sharp practice upon his successor deserved. 
I t was an act of singular discourtesy on 
his part to seek to curtail Governor Per­ 
kins’ patronage' after his own term of office 
had virtually expirad, while the proposal 
to a Republican Senate of a long list of 
Dem ocrats for office, was a piece of re­ 
markable assurance. 
It is fitting that the 
incomiug Executive should have the undi­ 
vided responsibility of the appointments 
made daring his administration, and it 
would have beeu more decorous on the part 
of Mr. Irwin hail he refrained from obtrud­ 
ing his partisan zeal upon the Senate at 


such a juncture.

T he difference of opinion w hich has ex­ 
isted as to th e m eaning of th e C in stitu - 
tion concerning th e reading of bills, was 
yesterday harm onized, and th e case prac­ 
tically settled, by th e production of the 
debates had upon the question in th e Con­ 
stitutional Convention. 
The m atter has 
beeii m uddled considerably by th e fact 
th a t th e fram ers of the address w hich was 
issued w ith th e C onstitution did not under­ 
stand th e purpose of the provision. 
Iu 
th a t docum ent it is stated th a t bills are 
to be read three tim es a t length, and as 
it was a perfectly rational presum ption th a t 
those who m ade th e C onstitution should 
know w hat it m eant, this interpretation was 
held by m any to be conclusive. 
Y ester­ 
day, however, a transcript of the debates 
in th e Convention was obtained, and it was 
clearly dem onstrated from th is th a t the 
reading of bills at length on three separate 
days was never contem plated, and th a t the 
Convention had thought the different term s 
used in the provision sufficient to guide 
th e Legislature. 
I t was niqant th a t bills 
should .be read on three separate days ; 
twice by title, and on th e th ird reading at 
length. 
T his construction th e debates con­ 
clusively proves to be the correct ore, and 
this view has now beeu adopted by both 
chambers. 


O ur statesm en are given to boasting 
about th e condition of th e public credit so 
inconsiderately th a t th ey are very ap t to 
lose sight of th e facts w hich detract from 
its soundness. 
I t is, however, unquestion­ 
able th a t th e constant and persistent efforts 
of a large and influential faction to procure 
legislation tending to weaken confidence in 
th e good faith of th e republic, m ust pro­ 
duce tlieir n atu ral effects. 
If th a t faction 
•were now broken up, or converted to hon­ 
est and intelligent doctrines, it m ight per­ 
haps be possible to fund the debt a t three 
and a half per cent. Even then the success 
of th e scheme would be problem atical, be­ 
cause th e recent revival of business m ust 
discourage investm ent in low-priced Gov 
ernm ent securities. 
Business m en and 
capitalists are 
n ot 
likely to p u t 
out 
th eir 
m oney 
a t 
four 
or 
three 
and 
a 
half 
per 
cent, w hen 
they can ob­ 
tain six and eight per cent iu 
other 
and equally sound investm ents. T lietim e, in 
fact, has not come when the rate of interest 
a t th e m oney centers of th e country can be 
fixed so low as 31 per ceut. 
The field for 
enterprise is still too wide, and the dem and 
for capital too brisk, to m ake it probable 
th a t m oney w ill be as cheap as it is in 
London for m any years to come. 
I t is 
obvious, however, th a t unless there is some 
ground for anticipating a perm anent re­ 
duction in th e rate of interest, such an 
attem p t as th is of W ood m ust fail. 
It 
would be neeessary to look to Europe for a 
m arket for th e bonds, in fact, and it is clear 
th a t it would not be sound statesm anship 
to issue a bond which was likely to find 
few or no tak ers in the country. 
I t is pos­ 
sible th a t a considerable quantity of 3J per 
cent, bonds could be placed on the European 
m arkets, b u t th a t probability cannot furnish 
a justification of th e plan. 
W h at is needed 
is a refunding system w hich will be sup­ 
ported a t home, and w hich will not be 
liable to the fluctuations and dangerous 
m ovem ents to w hich all large foreign hold­ 
ings of A m erican securities are necessarily 
subject. 
T he idea th a t th e 
N ational 
Banks can be relied upon to forw ard 
W ood’s scheme, as they have done the 
four per cent, operations, is also very ques­ 
tionable. 
I t is an atte m p t to continue the 
four per cent, operations, and to carry 
them farther, a t a tim e w hen the influ 
enees w hich m ade those operations possible 
have in large p art ceased to exist. 
A tim e 
will probably come when it will be practi­ 
cable to place three and a half per cent, 
bonds, b u t there are no good grounds for 
believing th a t it has y et arrived, and the 
failure of such an experim ent would inev­ 
itably do m ore harm th an the scheme it­ 
self, if successful, could do good.

committee by a tie vote, because he person­ 
ally requested the committee not to wait for 
the return of Senator Jones, but to report it 
at once, although adversely, in order th at he 
anil those who sympathize with his views 
may test the views of the Senate ou the im­ 
portant question as soon as possible. 
This 
urgency, as will be readily interred, is based 
upon a belief that the m ajority of the Senate 
will sustain his position on the subject, but 
very few of his friends seem to be equally 
sanguine. 
The best judgm ent at present is 
that the proposition, as it stands, cannot ob­ 
tain anything like a m ajority vote, and opin­ 
ions are divided as to the prospects in the 
event of its being so amended as to make the 
date for the repeal remotely prospective, say 
five years hence. 
The general belief, in ad­ 
vance of further developments of the views 
of individual Senators, still inclines, however, 
cowards the fulfillment of former predictions, 
that neither house will vote for any change 
in the existing laws relative to the national 
currency this session. 
Representative McMahon, who has charge 
of the preparation of the M arshal’s deficiency 
appropriation bill, says that several thousand 
ouilais were used for the payment of special 
Deputy Marshals at the California election 
last September, and that no money will be 
appropriated to reimburse the M arshals any­ 
where for such expenditures. 
The bill introduced by Senator Teller to 
day, relative to Courts in Colorado, provides

W a s h in g to n , January 14th.—-A bill was 
introduced by Representative McCord to-day, 
and referred to the Committee on Commerce, 
entitled “ An A ct to establish a Board of 
Commissioners of interstate commerce.” I t 
provides for the appointm ent of three Commis­ 
sioners by tlie President, with the advice and 
consent of the Senate, to constitute a Bureau 
of the Interior Departm ent, and to hold office 
for two, four and six years respectively, from 
the 1st of Ju ly next. 
One of these Commis­ 
sioners to be appointed every two years, and 
in case of vacancy from death or resignation, 
a Commissioner shall be appointed by the 
President for the residue of the term. 
The 
action of a m ajority of the Board shall 
constitute 
the 
legal 
action 
of 
the 
Board. 
A clerk and accountant, 
at 
a 
salary of §2,500 per annum each, shall be ap­ 
pointed by the Secretary of the Interior, w ho 
shall also affordanyadditional clerical force re­ 
quired by the proposed Bureau. The salaries of 
the Commissioners are not fixed. 
The Board 
shall exercise supervision over all railroads 
passing from one State or Territory through 
one or more States or Territories, or to and 
from any foreign country; hut such super­ 
vision shall be limited to questions of com­ 
merce between the States, and the methods 
of operating tbeir railroads by railroad cor­ 
porations, 
as 
affecting 
said 
commerce, 
and shall, except within the limits of Ter­ 
ritories, or in case of crossing of navi­ 
gable 
waters, extend 
to 
m atters 
relat­ 
ing 
to 
the 
m aterial 
condition 
of said 
railroad. 
I t shall be the duty of the Com­ 
missioners to see that all the U nited States 
laws affecting railroads are duly enforced ; to 
collect all possible information relative to in­ 
terstate commerce, aud furnish any informa­ 
tion in their possession to any D epartm ent 
of the Government th at may require; to 
make annual reports to the Secretary of the 
Interior, and to endeavor to secure the data 
necessary for the gradual enactm ent of intel­ 
ligent legislation affecting interstate railroad 
commerce; to investigate all complaints made 
against any railroads of 
discriminations, 
and recommend whatever legislation might 
a t any time seem necessary. 
W henever a 
railroad fails to make its required reports or 
violates any law of the U nited States, it 
shall be the duty of the Commissioners to 
I»resent the m atter to the Attorney-General 
for such action as he may deem fitting. 
The 
bill forbids a rebate or drawback to one party 
th at is not allowed to all. 
I t forbids, by the 
breaking of car loads, carriage in different 
cars nr otherwise, the preventing of continu­ 
ous carriage of freight. 
This tloes not apply 
to any quantity less than a car load. 
It 
makes a railroad corporation liable to three 
times the amount of damage th at may be 
sustained by an individual, and provides for 
actions in the U nited States Circuit Courts.

The Preliminary Examination—Case Closed 
on Part of the People. 


Upon the resumption of the preliminary 
examination in the case of the People vs. 
Beveridge and Dematti yesterday morning, 
detective Robert Harrison, of Sacramento, 
was called to the witness stand. Mr. Mounch, 
he said, wrote him that he wanted him to 
come there and work up the case. He of­ 
fered to go if Mounch would pay his expenses, 
which was agreed to. 
He went out on the 
16th of December, and was met by Beveridge 
at Clay station and taken to Mr. Mounch’s, 
where Beveridge also lived. Beveridge said, 
when he first met me, that the death of Hal­ 
len was the greatest loss to him of any one, 
as he was a good and faithful man. 
On the 
way from the station Beveridge remarked 
that he did not think the case was a compli­ 
cated one ; that he could give me points so 
that I could just lay my hands on the mur­ 
derer and he would w ilt; that there was 
gambling there, he thought, and deceased 
was in bed when the crime was committed, 
as his shoes were set under the table, whei e 
he alw ays left them. I took down Beveridge’s 
statements and all the facts at the time. 
Witness here read 


DEFENDANT BEVERIDGE’S STATEMENT, 
Whicli was, briefly, that Beveridge went to 
Hallen’s cabin oil Friday and found the door 
locked, and the two dogs belonging on the 
ranch inside the cabin. He supposed Hallen 
was out looking after the sheep, and had 
locked the dogs in to keep them from worry­ 
ing the sheep. Beveridge then went after the 
sheep anil returned with them to the corral 
by Hallen’s caidu in the evening. 
He then 
went to the cabin, and finding it still locked 
and the dogs still inside, he took a crowbar or 
pie!: and broke open the door and went in. 
Could not find any matches. 
Went and felt 
of the edge of the bed to see if the blankets 
were there. Saw they were, but did not feel 
to see if Hallen was there. 
He then went 
out, taking the dogs, and tied the door shut 
on the outside with a tiring, and went home 
to Moimch’t. The next morning he went 
back to llallen’s cabin and found the cabin 
door was still fastened as he left it, and he 
then suspected something was wrong, and 
went in and discovered Hallen, and putting 
hia baud on the body found that it was stiff, 
and that 
HE HAD BEEN MURDERED. 
He then went back to Mounch’s and made 
known his discovery. 
Witness said that at 
another time Beveridge stated that when he 
returned to Mounch’*. house Friday night, he 
told them he feared Hallen was sick or had 
been killed. Mr. Beveridge also wrote out a 
statement of the affair for witness, anil when 
he came to the point of having found Hallen 
dead and reported it, he jumped up quickly 
and said, “ That’s all you want of me now. ” 
I went on then and asked him, “ Whodo you 
think killed H allen?” and he replied, “ I 
sus;,ect Kelsey Iiobday, because he, in com­ 
pany with Robert Fincher, was there on 
Thursday afternoon, and because they knew 
Hallen had money, and knew where he-kept 
it.” Beveridge said he had paid him $100 
about twelve days before, and that he had 
some S180 when he was killed, which he had 
no doubt Hobday knew of. 
Beveridge fur­ 
ther stated that when Hallen was found dead 
the money was gone, and also some tea and 
coffee and a memorandum book were also 
missing; that he was one of the Coroner’s 
jury, but that the jury was not sworn ; that 
he was not in the house when the evidence 
was taken, but it was afterwards read over to 
him. I asked Beveridge when he first 


SUSPECTED THAT ANYTHING WAS WRONG 
W ith Hallen, and he said when lie got to the 
cabin on Saturday morning and found the 
door still fastened, just as he had left it, he 
concluded that he had been taken sick 
with fever and ague out somewhere, as he 
so Retimes 
had 
that 
disease, 
or 
that 
he had been killed. Another time, witness 
said, Beveridge told him that when he gut to 
Muunch’s Friday evening, after leaving Ilal- 
leu’s cabin, he told them he feared Hallen 
was out sick or had been killed. 
I asked 
him, “ Did you ever hear that Charles Hallen 
had told any one that you had sold sheep 
that belonged to Fincher?” and he answered 
that he had heard so. 
Witness said that 
when he first arrived at the cabin he observed 
a large blood spot near-the door aud other 
spots about the floor, and also on the hunk 
and wall behind it. He stayed that night at 
Mounch’s. Beveridge remarked to witness 
before going to bed that they did not have 
breakfast till 8 o’clock, and they would call 
him. 
Had breakfast next morning at about 
8, and upon going to the Hallen cabin soon 
afterwards, the floor appeared damp in spots, 
as if it had been was! i te 1 since the night be­ 
fore. 
I also found a broom there that had 
been used for scrubbing, and which 


HAD ULOOD SPOTS UPON IT. 
[The broom was here shown and appeared as 
indicated.] When I called his attention to 
where the blood-spots were, and the damp­ 
ness. he immediately passed out of the cabin 
with Mr. Sanders, and did not seem to wish 
to stay and hear my theory as to the place 
the man w as killed ; upon examining outside 
of the cabin I also found some fresh tracks 
of a h rse, where it had been hitched, as we 
believed, that morning ; it was fresh, and the 
horse had a peculiar round foot, and only one 
shoe ; I follow ed these tracks and found that 
at two or three different places they led up 
w ater-holes, and I examined to find if any­ 
thing had been thrown into the water butt; 
I aftt rwards found these tracks were made 
by Beveridge’s hone ; I did not measure the 
tracks, but was satisfied it was the same 
horse ; when 1 mentioned in the cabin about 
the floor being damp. Beveridge said the 
dampuess was from sa lt; I showed him one 
place near where the sal was kept; this was 
salt damp, but the other was n o t; leakage of 
roof was also spoken of as an explanation, but 
a day or two afterwards I went to the cabin 
immediately after a heavy rain, and found 
that the roof had not leaked through at all, 
and was perfectly tig h t; Beveridge stated 
that the bloody clothes of Hallen were burned 
up ; I asked him who suggested 


BURNING THEM UP, 
And he said a young man that was with Mr. 
Tavener first suggested it. 
He did not know 
the fellow's name, but he suggested two or 
three times to “ burn them up, to pan it out 
to get the money.” They were burned up by 
Mr. Mounch before I went up there and Mr. 
Beveridge showed me were they were burned. 
Among the ashes I found a playing card 
that was a little more than half burned. Mr. 
Beveridge further stated to me that while he 
was waiting for the Coroner the day the mur­ 
der was discovered he took a position urder 
a shed near the corral and watched to see if 
anyone came there. 
We went to the place 
faun which he said he had watched, and there 
found a small box on which he said he sat, 
and alao marks of feet about it, corroborating 
his statemeut. 
Close by the box I also found 
a card—the six of spades. 
I also made 
farther se.arch, and found two more small 
pieces of cards where the clothes were burned. 
I asked Beveridge if he had any cards of the 
samel rand as those found, and he replied that 
he had not, to hia knowledge. I requested him 
to look and see, and he looked in a box' by the 
stove, where he lived at Mounch’s, and there 
found two cards (four-spot of diamonds and 
six-spot of clubs) corresponding exactly with 
the one found where he had been 


WATCHING NEAR THE CABIN 
Immediately after the murder. 
Two or 
three days afterwards I went into the parlor 
at 
Monnch’s, and this card [exhibiting 
ace ot hearts] was on the floor, and I picked 
it up and found it was the same brand also 
as the one found under the shed near Hal- 
len'a cabin. 
Witness stated that there were 
three little boyi present in the parlor where 
this card was found, and he was about to 
state what they said in reference to it, when 
objection was made by defense, and their re­ 
marks were not allowed to be given. The 
cards were here exhibited to the -I V iirt. The 
four mentioned were all of same brand, but 
the pieces found where the clothing was 
burned are from another package, tu t similar. 
I asked Beveridge if he had any firearms, 
an i he showed me a gun—about a fouiteen- 
shooter; aho a shotgun arid two pistols—one 
a Smith & Wesson and the other of Colt’s 
pattern. There were two or three empty 
chambers in the $mi'h & Wesson cylinder, 
and I took a ball also out of it and kept it, 


OLIVER SANDERS 
Was the next witness called. Is a farm er; 
hia ranch joins Beveridge and Moucch, but 
resides at pre-ent in Sacramento, 
First 
learned of the murder on Monday following, 
when I saw an account of it in the K f .c c r d - 
U m o n . 
S a w B i veridge in this city Tuesday 
aud he said lie had bruncht the body into 
town. 
I asked if ho wanted the subject 
looked up snd he said he d'd and would give 
§100, snd Mounch would §100, and the Gov- 
erflbr would offer a reward. I asked him 
whether he suspected any one and he replied 
that it was rather a ticklish thing to talk 
about, but if I would come out with an offi­ 
cer ha w u!d do all he could to help. He 
said he was present at the post mortem, that 
the bullet was a round oue and larger than 
a pistol bullet, but also said he thought 
his pistol threw a ball about the same size, 
and he knew another man who had a pistol 
that threw a ball as large as this one, and 
his suspicion was upon that man. I helped 
Mr. Harrison work np the case. Witness’ 
description of the appearances about the 
cabin and as to Beveridge's statements con­ 
cerning the discovery of the crime, etc., were 
the same as given by the last witness, except 
that Beveridge accounted to him for the 
blood-spot* near the door, some ten or twelve 
feet from the bunk, as produced by throwing 
the bloodv clothes down there after the in­ 
quest. 
Witness also stated that the cabin 
had the appearance of having been washed 


r swept out. 
Could see where the blood had 
been swept with a broom, and could see 
broom marks in it. 


B. F. BUGBET, 
Deputy Sheriff, the next witness, stated that 
Mr. Beveridge rode into town with him on 
the Sunday before New Year's. 
I told him I 
«•anted him to come to town with me. Com­ 
ing in he talked of the murder, and said he 
had sent for the detectives to work up the 
case and was satisfied in his own mind where 
the guilt lay. Witness then rehearsed Bev­ 
eridge’s statements in detail, which corre­ 
sponded with those already given. 
Witness 
said: I don’t think Beveridge made auy 
direct chargo as to whom he thought com­ 
mitted the crime, but it was evident that 
Hobday and Fincher were the parties. Said 
it mutt have been some one acquainted with 
the dogs, as one of them was very cross with 
strangers. Beveridge told me that Mounch 
burned the clothing, and the idea, as reason 
for the destruction, which he conveyed was 
on account of the stench that might arise 
from the bloody condition of the clothing. Ho 
said the 
burning 
was 
done while he 
was coming to Sacramento with the corpse, 
and that he regTetted they had been burned. 
He also stated that Hobday formerly had a 
revolver and lost it, and did not know whether 
he had any recently. He said that at the 
time of the murder 


TWO PACKS OF CARDS 
W ere found at the cabin, which M r. Mounch 
had burned, and that there was a card in his 
pocket in a memorandum book which was 
found at the barn where Hobday slept while 
working a t Mounch’s, which Mounch’s little 
children picked up, and which he said would 
correspond with those that were burned, hut 
th at there were so m any alike it probably 
would not am ount to anything. 
[The card 
was here presented by witness, and was of 
same brand as the pieces of burnt ones.] 
Kelsey Hobday was recalled aud stated 
about having his pistol stolen last spring ; 
that his losing it was generally known at 
Mounch's, and that he had hail none since. 
The prosecution here rested its case, and 
the Court adjourned until 10 o’clock to-day, 
when the testimony for defense will be com­ 
menced.

Rev. H ow ard HendereoD, LL. D., pastor 
of St. Paul's Church, San Francisco, who 
has but recently located in this State, lect­ 
ured last evening before a good audience in 
the Seventh-street M . K. Church South, in 
response to an invitation extended by many 
citizens. 
The lecturer has perfect ease of de­ 
livery, fluency of expression, and is possessed 
of poetic gifts which clothe many of his sen­ 
tences in rhythm ic beauty. 
He is a t the 
game time a vigorous speaker, piquant, sen­ 
tentious and witty, and fills his lecture with 
odd and amusing contrasts as sudden as they 
are humorous. 
H e is eloquent in a marked 
degree, but it is m arred somewhat by pulpit 
mannerisms of vocal delivery. 
His subject 
was “ Our Girls, Grave and Gay.” H e be­ 
gan his lecture with the assumption th at edu­ 
cation is the basis of all character. 
He 
pointed out the difference between knowl­ 
edge and education, and passed to a consid­ 
eration of the essential elements which should 
enter into a proper education of the young 
women of America. 
H e summed up his 
views on this topic by a scathing denuncia­ 
tion of the methods pursued in many fash­ 
ionable educational institutes for girls, where 
the brain is treated, not as an organ to be 
developed and the mind as an intelligence to 
be cultivated, drawn out and strengthened by 
exercise, but as receptacles into which to 
pour a vast deal of so-called information, 
the whole glo?3ed over with what is politely 
termed accomplishments. 
H e believed in 
training the young woman to think, to rea­ 
son, to be self-reliant, to he strong and to 
know her own powers. 
H e made an earnest 
plea for household education, for the intro­ 
duction into educational systems of teachers 
of housewifely arts, and before all other ac­ 
complishments he would place the ability to 
descend from the glitter and ease of the draw ­ 
ing-room 
to 
the 
kitchen, 
and 
to pre­ 
side in the latter with all the success 
aimed at in the former. 
H e declared th at in 
this age of unbelief and doubt there was one 
thing of which he was absolutely certain— 
one thing in which faith was unshaken, the 
total depravity of the human liver. 
If wives 
would retain the love of their husbands, let 
them feed them well. 
W hat does a hungry 
man care, he asked, for tapestried floors 
and richly upholstered windows and gorgeous 
silver service if his table be devoid of whole­ 
some food? In the honeymoon period he is 
indifferent to biscuits and beefsteak, hut 
when th at delightful time had waned his 
affections are wonderfully influenced by the 
supply in the larder and the demands of his 
stomach. 
H e did not expect girls to turn 
out as engineers, to tuunel mountains or 
build bridges, because of teaching them 
higher mathematics, but for all th at their 
education should be thorough. 
If in Agri­ 
cultural Colleges the boys are to be taught 
how to grow good wheat, he would also have 
the girls taught how to make it into good 
bread. 
In the seminary of the near future he 
believed the professor of the culinary art will 
he deemed as essential as the teacher of 
music.. In a caustic and w itty strain he re­ 
viewed the accomplishments of the mere 
piano-playing, dressing, flirting girl of the 
period, and in contrast described the true, 
helpful, intelligent woman in a strain of fer­ 
vid eloquence. 
H e paid his respects at length 
to the curled darlings who stand about the 
stjeet-corners, tw irl 
rattans and ogle the 
pious,simpering,piano-playing miss—enervate 
creatures, the product of false systems of edu­ 
cation, obstacles in the world’s progress, who 
do their country most service when they die 
and add nourishment to the soil. 
He declares 
that hearths are deserted and bar-rooms are 
crowded, in large part, by reason of the un­ 
fitness of the wife of the home for her position 
—the home where lowering brows, pinched 
lips, and frowns and discontent prevail, the 
fruit of an unworthy system of education in 
the polishing schools for girls. 
To educate a 
daughter, he held, is to educate society itself. 
H e pursued the subject at length, and con­ 
cluded with the statem ent th at he did not 
wish to be understood as saving th at he con­ 
sidered the girls of this day inferior to those 
of the days of their great grandmothers, or 
less capable of true womanhood. 
The con­ 
ditions only are changed. 
They are not 
needed now as then at the spinning-wheel oa 
loom ; nerves of steel and the fingers of ma­ 
chinery have broadened their sphere. 
W ith 
a brilliant peroration in which he claimed 
woman would prove to be the equal of man 
in intellectual power when afforded opportu­ 
nity to m anifest it, he concluded his 1, eture 
w ith the advice to the young men of the day 
to go to work, to make themselves homes, 
and—marry.

NEW l i m i t * 


The Slorm l'[> 
Nnrtli—F urther Partic­ 
ulars. 
P ortland, January 14th.—The following 
are the latest reports received from the storm: 
The first train on the West Side road since 
Friday arrived to-day. 
From passengers the 
report is received of a great destruction of 
timber in Yamhill county, and many barns 
and outbuildings damaged. No loss of life 
or injury to person has been reported along 
the line of the road. 
There is eight inches of snow at Gaston, 
none at Cornelius, and from six to eight inches 
between Forest Grove and North Yamhill. 
A train left this city as usual this afternoon. 
Reports from South V aniliill county are to 
the effect that in the country surrounding 
McMinnville fences were laid waste and 
orchards severely treated. 
No loss of life has 
been reported. 
The stock in some localities 
have suffered, and the roads, wherever pass­ 
ing through forests, are blocked with fallen 
trees. 
It will require several weeks to re­ 
open the roads. 
The southeastern portion of Washington 
county, which is heavily wooded, got the full 
force of the tempest, and sustained iriepara- 
ble damage. 
In the vicinity of Tualatin bridge, not 
more than one tree out of tw enty-five is left 
standing. 
Tualatin bridge, ten miles out from this 
city, was torn away, as was Field’s bridge, 
the iowest on the Tualatin. 
Shipley bridge, on the Oswego Railroad, 
was also carried away. 
8 beds, barns and fences were blown down 
in the neighborhood of Oswego, and the co.,1 
shed of the iron-works at that place was 
blnwn down. 
The roads are blockaded with 
fallen trees, in many places five or six deep. 
in the neighborhood of Beaverton and 
Glencoe, in Washington county, a great rii al 
of damage was done. The bridge at Jolly s 
mill was carried away. 
The main span ot 
Glencoe bridge floated off, and Wooley s 
bridge was damaged. 
Late reports from Linn county are to tl e 
effect that much damage was done in that 
portion of the valley. 
No lives were lost, so 
far as known, but there was great destructii n 
to fences, timber, orchards and houses. 
Reports from various sections of Clackamas 
county state that the gale prevailed with un­ 
precedented fury. 
Houses, barns, fences, 
trees, etc., offered but feeble resistance to the 
angry element. The roads leading through 
heavily timbered districts are blocked with 
fallen trees, so that they will not be passable 
for ten days or more. No lives are reported 
lost. 
• 
A dispatch just received from Umatilla, 
Eastern Oregon, says: 
“ T he storm was the m ost terrific ever ex­ 
perienced in this region. 
Scarcely a building 
in the tow n entirely escaped the fury of the 
gale. 
A great m any were prostrated. 
It is 
feared th a t great dam age lias been done in the 
country hereabouts to buildings, fences, hay­ 
stacks, stock, etc. 
H ad the slorm occurred 
a t night eveD greater destruction of property 
w ould have occurred, and probably some 
lives would have been lost. 
We p u t all the 
fir is out and attem pted to secure th e houses 
by braces, ropes, etc., b u t in a num ber of 
eise3 th e lim bers were broken and ropes 
s tapped like tw ine.” 
For the first time since last Thursday cor ­ 
ned ion was made yesterday by the Astoria 
boat with the cars at Kalama, 
A tia :n bound for Kalama was caught last 
Friday evening in a very heavy snow-storm 
at Terio. 
The snow was lying on the track 
to a depth of 35 inches, aud the locomotive, 
in its efforts to make headway, got off the 
track. It wat found that the locomotive 
could not be got hack while the snow was so 
deep, and the train was compelled to remain 
at that place uutil Monday morning, w.\e:i a 
locomotive with a snow plow arrived. The 
snow was cleared off and the ditched locomo­ 
tive placed on the track. The ro id in many 
places was blocked by land slides. Over 
these obstructions a temporary track was 
laid. After surmounting great difficulties 
the train reached Kalama iu safety. 
No one 
was injured. The weather was not cold, 
notwithstanding the snow, and the passen­ 
gers got along quite comfortably during the 
time the train was snow-bound. Very little 
timber is dowD along the line of road. Only 
a few trees were thrown across the track. 
No heavy wind was experienced by the de­ 
layed train. 
The track is being put in as 
g.iod condition as possible for the present. 
Ob both sides of the Columbia, bitween 
Vancouver and the Cascades, great destruc­ 
tion to timber and houses is reported. 
_ 
During the prevalence of the gale in this 
c ty the entire roof of the Masonic Temple 
was orn oil, and considerable damage to the 
bni'.Jing resulted from leakage. 
The force of the storm was not nearly so 
great at Umpqua as iu the Willamette valley. 
T ie greatest velocity of the wind at Rose- 
burg. as recorded at the Signal Service office, 
was 27 miles per hour. 
. 
It is rciKirted that at the State Peniten­ 
tiary the dam age by wind and rain is fir 
more than at fir-t anticipated, and that the 
rain has wet the plastering, and some i f the 
rooms are completely fl oied. 
It 8 h o d o 
estima*:o tile probable il -mage, as the leakage 
cannot be stopped until the rain ceases.

M urder — Ad­ 
ditional I H lr ll- . 
F o rtla n d , January 14th.—The following 
a d litin a l particulars a-e obtaiuei of the 
atr ■ ions murder of Jacob Swanger, near 
Milisboro: One of Swangtr’s neighbors had 
, ctu6ion to call at his home on a matter of 
business. 
He was shocked by the sight of a 
large spot of blood-stained snow about fifty 
fe;t from the house, blood tracks to the cabin, 
a 
severed 
human hand, 
and

straggle. 
He 
hastened 
to

cabiD, hut found all 
the door* looked. 
He speedily summoned 
another neighbor, and both forced their 
way into the building, and were horrified to 
find the dead body" of Swanger, his head 
crushed to a jelly, his right arm cut off just 
above the wrist, and the floor besmeared with 
blood and brains. 
Of the circumstances con­ 
nected with the murder nothing is definitely 
known. 
Swanger was a bachelor, ab< ut 55 
years old, and lived the life of a hermit. It 
was generally understood that he was wealthy, 
and had considerable money about his house. 


Indian Adair-. on the Border. 
T ucson, January 13th.—A special fffom 
Fort Bayard, New Mexico, to the S ta r, says : 
The Governor of New Mexico, under date 
of January 12th, writes to the commanding 
officer of the Mexican troops íecently in pur­ 
suit of hostile Indians across the border, re­ 
questing him to co-operate with tiie United 
.States troops in the further pursuit of the 
hostiles. 
The commanding officer of the 
t roovis on this side was notified that this or­ 
der has the sanction of the Secretary of War. 
t he oflicer says : Any one in possession of 
information of the whereabouts of the Mex­ 
ican troops who were lately in pursuit of the 
Indians recently driven from Chihuahua, 
will please semi this information to the com­ 
manding oflicer, requesting him to cross over 
his troops into United States territory.” The 
following message has been received by the 
Mexican Consul: 
Fort Bowtk (A. T.), January 12,18S0. 
To the Mexican Consul. Francisco L. Prieto, 
Tucson : On the 2Gth of December General Tre- 
vina, with 4u0 or 500 men, moved against Victoria 
and the allied Indians. General Verrsgas, of Chi­ 
huahua, telegraphed on the 5th to General Pope to 
put out troops to intercept them, should they try to 
escape across our boundary. On the 2d the pros­ 
pectors in tiie Florida mountains were surprised by 
thirty Indians, and one was killed andtwo wounded, 
and all their stock taken. On the 0th fifty.five In­ 
dians were near MeEvers' 
ranch. 
They went 
towards the black range. Major Morrow is in pur­ 
suit. To-day the Governor of Chihuahua telegraphs 
that about 100 Indians, with their families, have 
gone north, after committing great depredations. 
I suppose vour Government is informed of this.
